CHANGE WORKS WONDERS 


Under the combined supervision of 
the B trnett Brothers, contractors for 
the new Harrisburg state road, C . J . 
Burke, a representative of the Lake­ 
wood Engineering Company, 
of Chi­ 
cago, and Leo G. Gargan, a concrete j 
engineer, the w'ork of pouring concrete j 
on a three mile stretch is now in pro­ 
gress. 
The Bennett Brothers, of course, are 
supervisors of the entire job while C. j 
J. Burke is here temporarily to watch J 
the Progreso of the concrete 
finisher 
and Ideo G. Gargan to note the quality j 
of the cement. 


The remaining 
two miles 
and a 
quarter of .the five 
and 
a quarter 
m iles under construction yet remain 
to be graded but the grading work 
over that section of the road is light 
and will take only a compartively short 
tim e. 


Owing to the frequent rains which 
have fallen ainee the Bennett Broth­ 
ers, an Indiana, Pennsylvania, 
firm, 
began construction o f the road it may 
tie impossible to finish work this year. 
"If w e get splendid weather from now 
until the middle of November we may J 
tie able to finish by that tim e”, sari J 
Edward Bennett, “but these continual 
rains have hindered our work to a I 
great ex ten t.

"These factors

machine into a bucket suspended on a 
tw enty foot boom. The bucket travels 
along th e boom until it reaches the 
desired 
point 
wheal 
the 
operator 
dumps the material on the sub-grade 
and it is spread within two inches o f 
the desired surface. 
"Reinforcements consisting o f steel 
mesh w eighing tw enty five pounds to 
one hundred square feet are used a f­ 
ter which more material Is added and 
the concrete finisher 'levels it off pro­ 
perly and tampa it firmly into place. 
"Work done by a canvas belt gives 
the smodth surface ibo th e road and the 
job is completed. The road m ust be 
covered w ith two inches of dirt and 
kept w et for ten days and then a l­ 
lowed ten more days to harden," Me. 
Burke concluded, 
"before it cart be

Amendment in School Code Approved 
by Governor. 


Six amendments to the school code 
have 
been 
approved 
by 
Governor 
Sproul, 
most of them 
effective im­ 
mediately. One of them provides that 
physical training, ethics and “instruc­ 
tion conductive to the spirit of loyal­ 
ty and devotion to the State and N a­ 
tional Government” shall be taught i«« 
every elem entary public school. By the 
term s of this 
act physical 
training 
which was embraced in several bills 
which did not pass would be m anda­ 
tory. 
Other 
amendments 
provide 
that 
second, 
third and fourth class dis­ 
tricts 
shall collect a school 
tax of 
from $1 to $5 annually and regulate 
medical inspection; providing for is­ 
suance of provisional 
certificates lo 
persons holding degree of bachelor of 
music; providing that pay of attend­ 
ance officers 
in first class 
districts 
shall not exceed $1,200; regulating is­ 
suance of certificates to persons now' 
teaching and providing that superin­ 
tendent of public instruction shall ap­ 
point trustees of State Normal Schools 
w'hen title is vested in the Common­ 
wealth.

Employment Bureau Finds Posi­ 
tions for 6,842 People in 
a Week. 


Efforts of the Employment Bureau 
of the Department of Labor and In­ 
dustry, Jacob Lightner, director, were 
successful in placing 6,842 persons in 
positions 
throughout 
Pennsylvania 
during the second week in July, ac­ 
cording to a report 
Friday 
by Mr. 
ightner. 
This number of persons did not 
nearly fill 
the need of employers 
throughout the State. Employers is­ 
sued a call for 9,500 persons. While 
8,617 persons applied 
for positions, 
only 7,197 of these 
were found to 
have the qualifications of persons 
needed. In only a few cases did those 
sent to positions, fail to come to an 
agreement with the employer. 
Of the total 
number of 
persons 
placed, 1,915 were soldiers; 4,443 were 
male civilians and 484 were women. 
Placing 406 persons in Harrisburg 
during the week, the Bureau 
came 
nearer meeting 
the demands of em­ 
ployers and the desires of applicants 
than in probably any other district in 
the State. There were 419 persons 
asked for by employers and employes 
were supplied in 406 cases. Eight ap­ 
plicants were sent to employers but 
failed to qualify. There were 440 ap­ 
plicants for positions. 
In Harrisburg, 235 soldiers applied 
for positions 
and 224 were 
placed. 
In the male civilian class, 152 applied 
and 139 were placed. 
Women to the 
number of 53 filed 
applications for 
positions but only 43 were placed.

The 
quarries of the Bethlehem
